Fishermen, 
canneries 
in pact on 

sardines

# HAIFA. — The Fishermen's Union 


and the cannerles have agreed ia 
principle on the purchase of this 
season's sardine catches by the in- 
dustry. 

Unton secretary Dov Schnilvde 
told The Jerusalem Post that the 
agreement was reached on Monday, 
under the auspices of the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry following 
protracted negotiations. 

However, the industry undertock 
to purchase only 80 per cent of the 
eateh, which totals some 1,500 tons 
annually, instead of all the catch 
as before. 

The price has been left in abey- 
ance, pending ἃ deciston hy the 
Ministry, which both sides agreed 
to abide by. 

It will probably be a compromise 
between the 10 per cent increase 
over last year’s average of 11.1.40 
per kg. which the Union wanted, 
the same price as last year which 
the iodustry had proposrd, and the 
five per cent reduction the Com- 
merce Ministry suggested. 


The union and the Industry jo! 
ly called on the Ministry to mee 
customs duties on imported process- 
ed fish products at their present 
level and only to permit the sale 
of cheaper Gaza sardine in Israel 
if extra sardines are needed and 
against the fssue of permits. The 
canning industry had refused io sipn 
the contract so far on the grounds 
that the reductions in customs duties 
on imported fish products had un- 
dercut their own market. 


Mr. Schmiede said the agreement 
“does not satisfy us,” but was “the 
best we could get.” He expected 
that only 25 groups of sardine 
fishers, some 250 men, would work 
this season, eight groups less than 
Jost year. He expected “heavy 
losses” on the remaining 20 per 
cent of sardines which will not be 
bought by the canners, 

The season opened last week, and 
over 50 tons have already been 
netted. They were sold fresh to 
fishmongers, pending the signing of 
the agreement with the canning in- 


dustry

Anyone walk- 
ing or driving through those 
streets in the rush hours even 
today can see the necessity, 
hear the deafening necessity, and 
smell the acrid necessity. There 
are already times of day when 
it is almost impossible to get 
into the main traffic arteries 
from side streets. The Rrognosis 
for five or ten years ahead de- 
picts an almost solid, snarling, 
nerve-racking traffic jam in the 
town's centre. 

The standard of service pro- 
vided by the bus cooperatives

He 
seemed to relish the prospect of ensnaring 
the Democrats into the role of the “big- 
spenders,” recklessly dispensing thousands 
of millions of taxpayers’ dollars on minority 
causes,

But in doing so, it runs the risk of ap-

It is probably true that this city has a 
special fascination in the daily revélations 
about who could have been behind the 
“bugging” of the Democratic Party head- 
quarters at the Watergate last summer: 
about the scale of political spying and sabo- 
tage during the 1972 presidential campaign; 
about the sources of Republican. secret 
hoards of $100 bills that financed “intelli- 
gence” operations; about the attempts by 
the giant International Telephone and Tele- 
graph ‘conglomerate to influence polities at
